WASHINGTON, Feb. 2l.-Two storm

tinued object of discussion In the House
to-dny. First the Groat Laicos training
station went out of thé bill on a point
of ordor aftor a, wordy battle at tho be-

ginning of tho day, and the building pro«
*n»mrae propose») in the bill was sub¬
mitted to criticism nnd blocked .further

/.progrese of'the mensuro for the day»
Mr. Burton, of Ohio,1 moved ¡to strike

out tins provision for tho single battle¬
ship authorised. This motion is now

pending. It servod as a text for several
Republican speeches, In which Mr. Bur»
ton wiiH doclured not to be In lino with
his party. In the event of tho defeat of
this motion and the acceptance of tho
wholo building programme a movement
Is to bo made to-morrow by Representa¬
tivo Meyer, of Louisiana, to have the
bill recommitted to the Naval Commlt-

| lee, with the following instructions:
First, to provide for a coaling station

end dock at Ölongampo, P. I., Instead of
a naval station; second, to eliminate the
provision for two armored cruisers and
the armor thereof, costing ???,???.???; third,
to placo a limit of ??? por ton as a

maximum price for armo«· plate, with
tho provision for an urmor plate factory
to cost not over »I.OOi.Of» If tho armor
»-.annoi bo procured within the limit pre¬
scribed: fourth, that all vessels provide»!
for under the head of "Increase of the
.navy" except the battleship to be con¬
structed In the government navy ynrrts,
Mr. Burton justified his position by

comparing tho battleship construction
this vear with that of other nations of
the world. Our construction was larger
than usual, being 3-17,000 tons. In naval
expenses tho United States was, he snld,
with tho exception of Great Britain,,
fifty per cent, ahead of any Europcun
nation.
Mr. Roberts (Massachusetts) quoted

President Roosevelt as saying: "The
American people* must tread softly, but
carry a big club," and maintained that
this "club" was a big navy,
Mr. Maynard (Virginia) advocated oven

a larger building programme than was j
contained in tho bill. !
Mr. Rlxey ¿Virginia) advocated the adop. '

tlon of the Burton amendment. Mi·.
Grosvenor (Ohio) read tho plank on the
navy In the Ohio Republican platform of
1003, endorsing the policy of developing
the navy. This plank, he said, Mr. Bur¬
ton hod certainly indorsed. Mr. Kltchln
? eked if this was tho national platform.
"Oh. no," replied \Mr. Grosvenor. "I

am Just appealing to my brother to get
back."
"I don't want to interfere In tho least

with an Ohio family quarrel," remarked

INSPECTION OF FOODS.

The Senate Debates Measure to

Guard Against Impure Food.
(By Associated Press.)

WASHINGTON, Fob. 24..Tho Sonate
spent tho greater part ot to-day in dis-
e.us-slng an amendment to the ngrlcul-
turai appropriation bill, striking out th«
House provision giving authority to the
.Secretary of Agriculture to inspect im¬
ported tood products when mlsbranded
or suspected of impurity. The amend¬
ment was opposed by Mr. Aldrich. Ho al¬
locked the provision on the ground that
It opened the way for on encroachment
by the Secretary of »Vgrlculture upon the
duties of tho Secretary of tho Treasury,
nnd was calculated to cause a duplication
in the service of iho two officials. Mr.
Aldrich was supported In his contention
ny a number of sonatore, including
Mt«ssrs. Lodge, Beveridge and Patterson.
»Mr. Proctor.'in charge of the bill, de-
londed tho provision and had the aid of
Messrs. Dolllver, McComas, Bncon nnd
others. The discussion wae closed by
¦ubatltuUng tit« provision of the act of
1800, bearing upon tho same point.
The consideration of the bill practi¬

cally was concluded, but Unni ncllon upon
It was postponed until to-morrow.

The
tobacco Is to be delivered at »ho navy
yard In New York without expenso to
the government, and shall pass tho usual
Itispectldli, deliveries to ho made as fol¬
lows: 25,000 pounds by May 15th; 25,000
pounds by Juno lst¡ 50,000 pounds "By
July Ist.; 50,000 pounds by .Vugiist 1st;
75.000 pounds by September 1st, and 75,000
pounds by October 1st.
